This fact 
alone cannot be reconciled with the hue and cry 
of surplus at present, even if there was no other 
argum ent to present. People need and w ant just 
as much now as they did then. 
We do not need to fight for foreign outlets for 
our products. The m ark et and the need is right 
at home. Increased income for the work ing m an 
is all that is needed to consume every 
worth of « o-term ed surplus.
